Wounds Inflieted in De- 
spondency Wednesday. 


Bullets he fired into his own breast 
at 3 o'clock Wednesday morning ended 
the life of C. H. Dunbar, 63, at 8 
o'clock Thursday night in a local hos- 
pital. His aged wife was at his bed- 
side when he died. Funeral arrange- 
ments have not been made. 

Mr. Dunbar had been an invalid 
for several years, having been forced 
to retire from the throttle as a locv- 
motive engineer because of illness and 
disabilities of age. For a long time he 
had been morose and depressed, his 
wife told hospital authorities when 
he Was taken to the operating table. 

Mrs. Dunbar was awakened at 3 
o'clock Wednesday morning by the 
crash of two revolver shots in her hus- 
band’s room.

The London Mail has this interest 
ing item of a first falio Shakespeare, 
at auction— 

“A nod from Frank Sabin, which 
meant a bid of 5,900 pounds, or about 
$26,000, secured a first folio Shakes 
peare at Sotheby’s auction rooms, 
London. ‘The bidding was spirited 
A big effort was made to win the first 
folio for the United States. A rep- 
resentative of a New York firm car 
ried the bidding to $20,250 before giv 
ing way to the London experts. Then 
followed a duel between Mr. Quar- 
itch and Mr. Sabin which ended inp 
victory for the latter. The copy was 
from the collection of the late Richard 
Johnson, Manchester. Last May the 
famous Daniel copy of the first folio, 
which was in the Burdett-Coutts li- 
brary, was sold for 8,500 pounds, 
about $38,700, and later went to the 
United States.”

German mobilization seem to be im- 
minent.

Marriage Provisions—Forbid mar- 
riage cergmony without a license, for 
which application must be made, by 
either party, two weeks before its 
final issuance. Both parties must be 
present when it is issued. Applica- 
tion to be posted in county clerk's 
office and published in newspaper. 

Marriageable age, with consent of 
parents, 16 for girls, and 18 for boys. 
Legal age, without consent of parents, 
18 for girls and 21 for boys. 

Forbids the marriage of imbecites, 
the insane, feeble-minded, epileptic, 
paupers, those afflicted with tubercu- 
losis or venereal disease, of blacks and 
whites, or of those related within and 
including the degree of first cousins. 

Two witnesses besides the officiat- 
ing clergyman or official must be 
present at the marriage. 

Penalties shall be imposed on those 
who issue licenses or perform mar 
riage ceremonies contrary to these 
provisions. 

A marriage which is legal in the 
state where contracted shall be legal! 
in all states. 

Divorce Provisions—Grounds 
which divorce may be granted, inter- 
pretations to be alike for men and 
vomen, are as follows: 
cruel or inhuman treatment, abandopr- 
ment or failure to provide for a 
riod of a year, incurable insanity, 
the commission by either party of an 
infamous crime. Divorce shall not be 
granted upon the ground of adultery 
where there is evidence of collusion, 
or where both parties have been 
guilty of that offense. 

Defendant in divorce suit must ap- 
near in court. If he fails to do so 
the prosecuting attorney shall ap- 
point some one to appear for him. 

If defendant is resident of state 
in which suit is brought, he or she 
must be served with a personal sum- 
mons; if not a resident of said state, 
summons must be published for three 
weeks in certain newspapers as direct- 
ed, marked -copies of which must be 
mailed to defendant's last known ad- 
dress. 

Alimony shall be paid according to 
the defendant’s ability and cirecum- 
stances of the individual case, and 
shal] be left to the discretion of the 
judge. 

The custody, support and education 
of the children shall be a matter of 
equal justice, with the children al- 
ways the first. consideration. All 
things being equal, the mother’s claims 
shall be favored. unless it is proved 
that she is mentally and morally in 
competent to care properly for her 
children. Whichever parent is de- 
prived of the guardianship and care 
shall be allowed to visit the children 
and bave them visit him or her. 

Upon the granting of a divorce an 
interlocutory decree shall be entered, 
but such decree shall not become 
final until the end of a year, during 
which interval neither party can con- 
tract a second marriage within the 
law. 

A divorce which is granted in one 
state shall be recognized in all states,

Estimated Sale of Wheat 
for Export Thursday 
Totals Only 70,000 
Bushels. 


Chicago, January 18.—Curtailment 
of new export business in breadstuffs 
led to increased selling of wheat to- 
day and to consequent lower prices, 
despite bullish domestic crop condi- 
tions. The close was unsettled at 1 
cent net decline to 1-8 cent gain. with 
May 118 3-4 to 118 7-8. and July 
115 1-8 to 113 1-4. Corn lost 1-8 to 
oats fimished at 1-8 
cent off to a like advance and pro- 
visions up 12 cents to 22 cents. 

Bears in the wheat market asserted 
that owing to the Franco-German 
clash and other European troubles the 
export trade had become demoralized, 
and it was estimated that only 70,000 
bushels of wheat had been purchased 
anywhere today for’ trans-Atlantic 
shipment. The financial outlook in 
iurope appeared to be regarded as so 
, unpromising that there was general 
‘doubt whether war-like developments 
which usually tend te enlarge de- 
mands would be thé result should a 
conflict break out. 

Misgivings as to the crop prospect 
for winter wheat in the southwest and 
west were added to by continued lack 
of moisture and by indications ‘of a 
cold wave. This brought about some 
demand for July and September con- 


tracts, and rendered prices for those P 


two months relatively firm. May 
wheat, however. showed decided 
weakness and finished heavy at about 
the bottom figures of the day. 

News of a general drought fh Ar- 
gentina had a steadying influence on 
corn and oats. 

Provisions were strengthened by 
higher quotations on hogs.

If the citizens of Atlanta 
could realize at what terrific cost to every 
resident this smoke nuisance is, if allowed 
to continue, they would take every precau- 
tion that it should be controlled in every 
possible scientific way. 

Aithough as thoughtful 
members of my department 
conscientiously to keep our homes clean 
and sanitary, our efforts are constantly 
being thwarted by soot. It not only fills 
our lungs, but our carpets, our draperies, 
and every part of our houses, inside and 
out.

Declares Unsound 
Money Movements 
Menace Prosperity 


Will Urge Better Economic 
Relations Betweem Bank- 


‘ ers and Farmers. 


Kansas City, Mo., January 18.— 
Confidence in prosperity has obscured 


a menace that may destroy it, it was | 


declared here tonight by J. H. Puelich- 
er, president of the The American 
ounkers’ association, in an address 
before the Bankers’ club of Kansas 
City, Kan., and local chapters of the 
American Institute of Banking. He 
reterred to the agitation for unsound 
money that, he said, has not subsided 
with the advent of better times but 
was growing to threatening propor- 
tions in many sections. 


“While we can say without hesi- 
tancy that the business and financiual 
systems of the nation are in as sound 
a condition as at any time in our 
history, the attitude of large groups of 
people in some parts of the country 
toward unsound money agitation can- 
not be ignored,” said Mr. Puelicher. 
“Over-confidence in prosperity that 
obscures this menace may result in 
the destruction of the prosperity that 
undoubtedly lies ahead we maintain 
our financial balance. 


“In the middle western states the 
growth in unsound money doctrines 
and unwarranted attacks on the fed- 
eral reserve system, which is the bul- 
wark of our financial stability, are 
eause for serious consideration and 
action. 

“The staunchest business system im- 
aginable can be undermined by un- 
sound money and unsound banking 
theories, If they gain a foothold among 
the people, under the guise of measures 
of social justice, no business system 
is safe. 

“We have seen the harm this can do 
in this country in previous periods 
of agitation. We see the harm it is 
doing today in other nattons. The 
greatest social justice that can be es- 


| tablished is through the maintenance 
of sound business. 


“Business is really sound in the 
long run, only when it serves the best 
interests of all the people. Selfish in- 
terests, at times, have succeeded in 
gaining temporary advantages at the 
expense of others. But the intelli- 
gence of democracy and the working 
of natural economic forces sooner or 


later restores more equitable condi- 


tions. 

“The workings of these principles 
could only be thwarted, and inequali- 
ties in social opportunity under our 


business system could be created by 


unsound uf8ney’ conditions and un- 
scientific banking methods that would 
result from the application of radical 
doctrines to them. 

“In view of these facts and of con- 
ditions existing today,.the Americar 
Bankers’ association places particu- 
lar importance on its public educa- 
tion activities aiming to extend the 
prevalence of understanding in regard 
to fundamental business and banking 
principles among all the people. 

‘It isnot enough that bankers un- 
derstand banking. It is not enough 
that business men understand busi- 
ness. They must understand each 
other’s work. Above all, the general 
publie must understand the basie prin- 
ciples of business and banking if t#ese 
activities are to be protected to go on 
doing the public’s work and serving 
its best interests.” 

Mr. Puelicher also announced that 
a leading item in the activities of 
The American Bankers’ association 
during 1923 will be an aggressive 
drive to bring about better “economic 
acquaintanceship” between bankers 
and farmers.
